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b. Computation of Retirement Annuities We have become accustomed 
to believing the difference in annuities between CIARDS and CSRS is that CSRS 
is "3, 75% less. " We have been believing that since we look at the multi- pliers 
of both systems. CIARDS has a straight multi- plier of 2%. CSRS has 3 multi- 
pliers -- 1 1/2% for the first 5 years, 1 3/4% for the second 5 years, 2% for 
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all years over 10. But look at the actual dollars in the computed annuities 
and you will find the annuity is alwaysmore than "3. 75% less. " Take four 
examples, all with a high 3 of $20, 000: 


(1) 20 years service 

(a) CIARDS - $8,000 annuity 

(b) CSRS - $7, 250 annuity 

The difference, $750 per year, is 9. 375% less than $8, 000. 

(2) 25 years service 

(a) CIARDS - $10,000 annuity 

(b) CSRS - $9, 250 annuity 

The difference, $750 per year, is 7 1/2% less than $10,000. 

(3) 30 years service 

(a) CIARDS - $12, 000 annuity 

(b) CSRS - $11, 250 annuity 

The difference, $750 per year, is 6.25% less than $12,000. 

(4) 35 years service 

(a) CIARDS - $14, 000 annuity 

(b) CSRS - $13,250 annuity 

The difference, $750 per year, is 5. 35% less than $14,000.
